BYU  Debaters 
To  Act 
As  Legislators 

Thirty-six  student  debaters 
from  the  Utah,  Utah  State  and 
Brigham  Young  universities  will 
act  as  legislators  at  the  Student 
Legislative  session  to  be  held 
April  25  and  26  in  the  Utah  state 
capitol  building  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

The  BYU  debate  council,  under 
manager  Dean  Conder  and  student 
chairman  Ray  Oslund,  will  have 
charge  of  the  session.  The  govern-, 
or  will  give  the  opening  address 
and  the  speaker  of  the  house  will 
supervise  the  procedures. 

Twelve  students  will  be  selected 
by  the  debate  council  to  act  as  leg- 
islators, according  to  O.  Meredith 
Wilson,  faculty  chairman.  Tryouts 
will  be  held  in  mock  legislative  ses- 
sions with  the  final  tryout  slated 
April  18.  Any  student  interested 
should  contact  Mr.  Wilson  to  be 
assigned  to  one  of  four  discussion 
committees. 

The  four  phases  of  discussion 
will  be  “Lobbying  in  Utah  legisla- 
ture,” “Shall  we  put  all  public 
schools  of  higher  education  under 
one  board?”  “Changing  or  repeal- 
ing the  liquor  act,”  and  “Repeal  of 
the  direct  primary  laws.”

Mr.  Saksvig* s speed  seem- 
ed to  be  gained  by  using  his  finger 
tips  in  typing  and  in  using  prac- 
tically no  elbow  or  wrist  move- 
ment.

Biro, Reggiani  and 
Bamboschek 
Come  Next  Week

Sari  Biro,  young  Hungarian  pi- 
anist, who  will  play  in  the  Provo 
tabernacle  Wednesday  at  8:15,  is 
the  most  famous  woman  pianist  to 
come  to  Utah  for  many  a year.  A 
child  prodigy,  at  the  age  of  eleven 
she  was  selected  as  soloist  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  official  opening  of 
the  Hungarian  Broadcast  System 
by  Premier  Huszar  who  said  that 
the  “world  would  and  should  ac- 
claim Sari.” 

Her  European  career  as  a ma- 
ture artist,  embracing  over  a hun- 
dred concert  and  radio  perform- 
ances, covered  the  principal  music 
centers,  placing  her  among  the 
world’s  great. 

London,  Vienna,  Budapest,  Ber- 
lin, Milan,  Rome,  and  Warsaw 
were  among  the  principal  cities 
where  she  appeared. 

Reggiani  Coming 

Thursday  evening  come  Hilde 
Reggiani,  leading  colorature  so- 
prano of  the  Metropolitan  Opera 
Company,  and  Giuseppe  Bambos- 
chek, for  seventeen  years  conduct- 
or and  musical  secretary  of  the  or- 
ganization. They  will  fly  to  Salt 
Lake  City  from  New  York  Sun- 
day evening  in  advance  of  their  ap- 
pearance in  the  Provo  tabernacle. 

Miss  Reggiani,  like  Galli-Curci, 
made  her  first  big  success  in  South 
America,  and  like  Galli-Curci,  her 
first  triumph  in  the  United  States 
was  with  the  Chicago  Opera.  When 
she  first  appeared  with  that  com- 
pany, the  Chicago  Herald  and  Ex- 
aminer hailed  her: 

“Not  for  many  years  has  lilting 
colorature  song  evoked  such  an 
ovation  as  the  warbling  of  Hilde 
Reggiani.  The  small,  blonde  mis- 
tress of  stratospheric  tone  gave  an 
example  of  lyric  art  that  exchanted 
the  audience.” 

Noted  Vocal  Coach 

With  her  will  be  Mr.  Bambos- 
chek, noted  vocal  coach  and  ac- 
companist for  nearly  every  great 
singer  of  the  past  decade.  He  has 
composed  many  songs  in  Italian, 
French,  and  English,  several 
Masses,  and  a complete  church  ser- 
vice for  male  voices  acapella  for 
the  Holy  Week. 

Mr.  Bamboschek,  in  addition  to 
having  conducted  with  practically 
every  well-known  orchestra  in 
America,  has  made  many  record- 
ings for  Victor  and  Columbia,  and 
has  been  musical  director  for  War- 
ner Brothers  and  Paramount.

“Y”  is  filled  in. 

Tools  needed  include  shovels, 
grubbing  hoes,  rakes,  wheel  bar- 
rows,  axes  and  picks.

Top  honors  in  debate  went  to 
Marjorie  Clegg  and  Leah  Hold- 
away,  Wasatch  high  duo  from  He- 
ber  city,  who  won  in  the  finals 
over  Lincoln’s  team  composed  of 
Katsumi  Yano  and  Weston  Tayl- 
or.
